The average home electricity bill in 
Lompoc will go up 40 cents next month 
when another hike in the fuel cost adjust­ 
ment boosts local power costs 2.9 per 
cent. 
The increase, the 28th monthly addi­ 
tion to city consumers’ fuel cost adjust­ 
ment bills, has been announced by 
Pacific Gas and Electric Co. It will raise 
the average home power bill here from 
$13.76 to $14.16. 
Begun in May, 1973, the fuel cost 
adjustment is an added monthly charge 
to cover the volatile costs of fuel oil and 
natural gas. In that month, city 
customers paid an added 19 cents for 
these fuel costs on the average. With the 
latest increase, this charge will have 
climbed to $2.68. 
The fuel cost hike was announced by 
the utility in the wake of a report by the 
state auditor general’s office last month 
that PG&E has overcharged its retail 
electric customers $108.3 million in un­ 
necessary fuel cost adjustment in­ 
creases. 
Lompoc, which owns its own 
electricity distribution system, is not a 
PG&E retail customer. This city and 
five others in Northern California 
purchase power wholesale from the 
utility and retail it to their citizens. Lorn- 


Ford in frank meet 


with farm leaders 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford held a “very frank” meeting with 
farm leaders today but apparently 
turned down their request to lift a one- 
month government moratorium on grain 
sales to Russia. 
President William J. Kuhfuss of the 
American Farm Bureau told reporters 
i 
after the 45-minute White House meeting 
the farm officials came away “not com­ 
pletely satisfied.” 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Butz, 
who also attended, said Ford reaffirmed 
his “commitment to a free market

poc and the other public power cities 
have been subjected to steeper fuel cost 
adjustment increases than the PG&E 
retail areas just beyond their borders. 
The reason is because retail power 
rates are set by the state Public Utilities 
Commission and wholesale rates the 
cities pay are set by the Federal Power 
Commission. The state panel has called 
a moratorium on approving fuel cost in­ 
creases while it studies how they are be­ 
ing applied. The federal panel, city 
spokesmen charge, lets fuel cost in­ 
creases sail through without checking 
supporting cost data. 
City spokesmen say this is causing a 
price squeeze in which incity power 
rates are soaring above rates in nearby 
areas. This, they plead, is putting the 
public power cities at a competitive dis­ 
advantage for new industry and resi­ 
dents and is also threatening to ignite 
public outcries for sales of the money­ 
making electrical systems to the large 
utility firm. 
As of August, residential power rates 
within Lompoc were 20 per cent or more 
higher than home electricity bills in 
Vandenberg Village, Mission Hills, Santa 
Maria and Santa Ynez. Large scale in­ 
dustrial rates charged by PG&E in its 
retail areas are close to the wholesale 
rates the utility charges the city, mean­ 
ing that city industrial rates at these 
scales must be much higher than 
PG&E’s. 
“It’s apparent to us that it’s being used 
as a gimmick to increase the cost of 
electricity,” said Lompoc City Ad­ 
ministrator Gene Wahlers of the fuel 
cost adjustment. “It’s being done in an 
unregulated manner.” 
“To raise rates to their (retail) 
residential customers, PG&E has to 
G 
ave any increase in fuel costs,” said 
mpoc Mayor Art Scott. But the utility 
does not have to prove their case to the 
federal power panel to raise the rates the 
cities pay, he compared. 
“I just think that it’s almost criminal 
that our citizens don’t have any recourse 
to this type of rate increase. There 
doesn’t seem to be any justice in the 
system,” Scott added. 
Wahlers indicated that PG&E’s heavy 
reliance on cheaper hydroelectric power 
casts doubt on the justice of the an­ 
nounced fuel cost increase. 
“It’s very difficult to relate that to the 
fact that they’ve had two excellent 
hydroelectric years,” the administrator 
said. 
Lompoc is a member of the Northern 
California Power Agency, an electrical 
cooperative of 11 public power cities. 
NCPA has attacked the federal formula 
for calculating fuel cost increments and 
the Federal Power Commission will hear 
the cities arguments on this Sept. 23 in 
Washington. 
The Lompoc City Council will discuss 
the increase at a regular session at City 
Hall tomorrow night at 7:30 p.m. 


MADRID (UPI) - Palestinian 
guerrillas seized the Egyptian embassy 
today and threatened to kill the ambassa­ 
dor and two other Egyptian diplomats 
unless Egypt renounces the interim 
peace agreement with Israel by mid­ 
night (6 p.m. EDT). 
A spokesman for the guerrillas told 
UPI by telephone that five Palestinian 
raiders had barricaded themselves in­ 
side the embassy and mined the building. 
“The moment someone opens the door 
or a window, the whole place will blow 
up,” he said. 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat held 
the Palestine Liberation Organization 
and its leader, Yasser Arafat, person­ 
ally responsible for the consequences of 
the embassy raid, an Egyptian official 
announced in Cairo. 
The official said the Egyptian leader 
warned he would take “ decisive 
measures” if the PLO and Arafat failed 
to ensure the immediate release of the 
Egyptian ambassador and his aides 
In Beirut, a spokesman for the PLO 
and other major Palestinian organiza­ 
tions denied involvement in the attack. 
The guerrillas called their commando 
unit “The Group of the Fallen Abdel 
Kader al Houseni,” after a Palestinian 
leader killed in a clash with a Jewish 
group in 1947. 
They demanded that the Egyptian 
peace delegation to Geneva leave the 
Swiss city by midnight without signing 
documents of the interim Sinai agree­ 
ment negotiated by Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger. 
Simultaneously with the raid on the 
embassy, another band of about 50 Arab 
students occupied the Madrid offices of 
the Arab League, but they later volun­ 
tarily surrendered and released two 
hostages, the news agency Cifra said. 
Egypt and Israel initiated the interim 
peace accord Sept. 1, but their delega­ 
tions in Geneva are now negotiating 
terms on ways of putting the accord into 
effect. 
It widens the buffer zone in the Sinai 
desert separating the two armies and 
calls for Israeli withdrawal from the 
Mitla and Gidi passes and the Abu 
Rodeis oil fields and the stationing of 200 
American technicians in the Sinai as 
peace monitors.

The agreement has come under attack 
from radicals in the Arab world, who 
charge that it ignored the interests of the 
Palestinians and the other countries — 
Jordan and Syria — whose territory 
Israel also occupied in the 1967 war. 
The Kuwaiti, Iraqi, Jordanian and 
Algerian ambassadors entered the Egyp­ 
tian embassy building to negotiate with 
the raiders.

raps services 
for trips 


* WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen. William 
Proxmire, D-Wis., said today both the 
Navy and the Air Force squandered tax 
money to fly thousands of officers to 
private social gatherings at Las Vegas, 
Nev., this year and last. 
The Wisconsin Democrat gave his 
monthly “Golden Fleece” award to the 
Navy “for using 64 aircraft to fly 1,334 
officers to the Hilton Hotel in Las Vegas 
... during the height of the energy crisis” 
in 1974. 
A Navy spokesman confirmed that 
“government airlift was used” to fly of­ 
ficers to a convention but said the tran­ 
sportation was provided through normal 
training flights or other flights that “did 
not interfere with the accomplishment of 
other required missions.” 
The Navy spokesman also said the 
Chief of Naval Operations has ordered 
government aircraft not be used to 
{ 
rovide transportation to this year’s 
ailhook Association convention. 
The group is a private organization of 
active duty, reserve and retired naval 
aviators and civilians interested in naval 
aviation. 
“TTie flights cost more than $191,000 in 
tax funds and squandered 347,000 gallons 
of fuel in the midst of the most severe 
energy crisis the nation has ever faced,” 
Proxmire said. 
He said the Air Force was runner-up 
for his monthly "award” to the govern­ 
ment organization “offering the best ex­ 
ample of wasting or squandering tax 
funds.” 
The Air Force got into the competi­ 
tion, Proxmire said, because the 400 
members of the Red River Fighter 
Pilots Association, also known as the 
“River Rats,” used government aircraft 
to fly to a similar social gathering in Las 
Vegas early this year. 
The senator said the General Ac­ 
counting Office, an investigative arm of 
Congress, was unable to learn much 
about the Air Force social gathering 
because the “River Rats” refused to 
give details for “security reasons.” 
The Air Force itself, Proxmire said, 
refused to provide information because 
the “River Rats” are a private organiza­ 
tion.

Negotiators expressed hope today for 
an early settlement of the New York City 
school strike. They were less hopeful in 
Chicago and, in Pennsylvania, teachers 
in four districts joined the ranks of 
strikers in the Keystone State. 
Contract talks in New York, recessed 
for Yom Kippur, the Jewish Holy Day, 
resume tonight, and union bargainers 
seemed to think they could settle dif­ 
ferences with an hour of parley. 
In Chicago, no face-to-face bargaining 
was scheduled, although a strike of city 
college teachers ended. 
While agreements in seven Penn­ 
sylvania school districts brought 
teachers and pupils back to classrooms, 
walkouts in four other districts brought 
the number of strike-idled teachers to 
6,700 and pupils out of classrooms to 
136,000, in 21 school districts in the state. 


The United Federation of Teachers in 
New York said it was so close to 
reaching agreement with the school 
board that another hour of talks could 
clear up remaining details. 
New York schools were closed for the 
Yom Kippur holiday and formal negotia­ 
tions were in recess until sundown today 
because for the observance. But the un­ 
ion’s 75-member executive board was to 
meet tonight "either to ratify a prospec­ 
tive agreement or reaffirm the strike.” 
If teachers approve an agreement, a 
union spokesman said, the results could 
be counted by Tuesday afternoon and 
classes for the city’s 1.1 million students 
could resume. 
Both sides were optimistic an agree­ 
ment could be reached by 2:30 p.m. 
Tuesday, when UFT President Albert 
Shanker faces a possible jail sentence for 
defying a twice-delayed court order to 
send the teachers back to work.

Titan missile repair job 
estimated at $9,200 


It would cost the city at least 
99,300 to repair and repaint 
Lompoc's landmark Titan I 
missile, say Air Force and 
aerospace engineers, but even 
then “ it would likely be about 
three years before the need for 
eitensive maintenance would 
again be apparent,’* they say in 
a report released today 
A more extensive repair and 
recoating job would run $10.860 
and would stave off the need for 
maintenance for about five 
years. 
Lom poc’s City Council, 
whose decision this summer to 
junk the missile was reversed 
by a public outcry, will consider 
these estimates at a regular 
meeting tomorrow night and 
discuss whether or not the Titan 
is worth saving 
The corroded ICBM, now 
missing its protective coating 
over a quarter to a third of its 
surface area, stands in Ingram 
Park greeting arrivals at the 
city’s eastern entrance at 
Highways 
1 and 246 It was 
erected in 1968 as a monument 
to this area’s 
ro le in the 
nation's development of its 


ICBM force in the 1960s 
The problem with the missile 
is that it was only designed to 
be fired once, not to stand in 
perpetuity as a municipal 
monument. The engineers’ 
study says as much: 
“Tbe aluminum alloy used ... 
is among the least corrosion 
resistant of all aluminum alloys 
and is not recommended for 
service in a salt moisture en­ 
vironment,” it says. 
The ICBM is exposed to this 
same salt moisture environ­ 
ment some 65 per cent of the 
time, the study says, with salty 
valley fogs drifting around it 
“greatly reducing the probable 
life of any protective coating 
and increasing the variety and 
severity of attack from cor­ 
rosion ” 
What this means, the report 
says, is that keeping the Titan 
in place as a city monument 
will represent “a recurring and 
costly maintenance problem.” 
The Titan, the engineers say, 
already betrays severe corro­ 
sion damage, particularly to 
two of its four main supports.

Equipment in the 
more complete job would come 
to $4,946 and to $4.282 in the 
economy package. 
Another alternative would be 
to find another m issile. A 
Minuteman training missile 
would be a more desirable 
selection, Wahlers has reported 
to the council, because these 
are made of iron and are more 
corrosion resistant. The cost of 
this replacement monument is 
unknown, the adm inistrator 
said.

Business, industry 
trim inventories 


THE BETTER HALF

WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Business and industry trimmed 
backroom stocks another $569 
million in July for the longest 
period of consecutive inventory 
cuts in 16 years, the Commerce 
Department said today. 
The declining inventories 
means that manufacturers will 
have to begin hiring back 
workers to produce goods to 
meet consumer demand. 
Inventories were valued at 
$263.9 billion in July, down 3 per 
cent from the peak of $271 9 
billion in January. 
The six consecutive months 
of inventory depletion are the 


longest since the eight-month 
inventory runoff of 1958 that 
preceded the end of the 1957-58 
recession. 
Backroom 
sto re s began 
swelling to record highs late 
last year when consum ers 
reduced purchases in volume 
terms. As storeroom supplies 
increased, retailers cut back on 
orders from wholesalers and 
manufacturers, which led to 
widespread layoffs and shot un­ 
employment up to 9.2 per cent 
of the workforce in May. 
The July reduction in invento­ 
ries w as h eav iest at the 
m anufacturing level. Com- 
Mail carriers 
rap new system 


PORTLAND, Ore. (UPI) - 
An official of the National As­ 
sociation of Letter Carriers 
said Sunday m ail carriers 
“ simply can’t live with" a new 
computerized delivery system 
and may go on strike to halt it. 
The system was put into ef­ 
fect on a regular basis for the 
Rose City station here last 
week after a seven month test. 
Jam es Edgemon, Eugene, 
business agent for the letter 
carriers, said union President 
Jam es Rademacher is under 
orders from the union to call for 
a rb itra tio n of the issu e . 
Edgemon said, however, the 
union had voted last year to 
strike if the Postal Service per­ 
sists in putting the plan into ef­ 
fect. 
He said if an arbitrator rules 
against the union, officers of 
the letter carriers would be 
required to call a strike. He es­ 
timated arbitration will take 
six months 
Postmaster General Benjam­ 
in F. Bailar has said the plan is 
meant to increase efficiency 
and cut costs. He said it means 


redrawing carrier routes to 
equalize work loads. 
Edgemon said, “ We simply 
can’t live with it. It doesn't con­ 
sider the human element. 
“ Routes now are set up on a 
human basis. They now bear in 
mind such human factors as 
that a man six feet tall has a 
longer stride than one five feet 
tall and therefore walks faster. 
They are set up with the 
realization that a man 60 years 
old walks more slowly than one 
25 years old and that a man 
walks faster than a woman.” 
Edgemon said a mail carrier 
may retire at age 55 with 30 
years service but “ a third of 
them never make it — they 
have heart attacks or other 
health problems before they 
reach 55.” 
Under the new plan, he said, 
so much time is permitted a 
carrier to walk so many feet 
and to sort so many letters. “ If 
you don’t make it in the time 
given you, you are fired," 
Edgemon said. “ There is no 
consideration for age or other 
factors.”

Minor quakes

Announced results of elec­ 
tions held through Friday show 
the UFW has won the right to 
represent approximately 4,500 
workers at 24 farm s while the 
rival Team sters picked up 14 
contracts representing about 
4,000 workers. About a dozen 
other contracts are disputed. 
A m ajor dispute over ballots 
from elections at the large 
Western Growers Association 
farm s should be decided this 
week. The Teamsters, who now 
have the contracts at the farm, 
want the ballots counted on a 
statewide basis, while the UFW 
is demanding a ranch by ranch 
count. 
An agreement between the 
riv al unions to allow the 
counting of ballots for Bud An- 
tle, Inc. in the Salinas Valley 
resulted in a Teamster victory. 
Chavez immediately denounced 
the election as “ crooked.” 
A hearing on the Western 
Growers question has delayed 
indefinitely a decision on dis­ 
puted ballots at the E & J Gallo 
w in e r ie s 
in 
L iv in g sto n , 
currently represented by the 
Team sters, where an election 
was held Wednesday. 
State attorneys also are con­ 
sidering appeal of a court ruling 
that a board decision allowing 
union organizers access to 
workers on private farm s is un­ 
constitutional. 
A Fresno County Superior 
Court judge made the ruling in 
a growers suit contending the 
state cannot force them to 
allow organizers to trespass. 
The controversial rule, which 
cause the appearance of the so- 
called “ Posse Comitatus” near 
Stockton, has been suspended, 
at least temporarily.

Thousands 
honor first 


U.S. saint 


EMMITSBURG, Md 
(UPI) 
— They were the faithful, the 
curious and the politicians. 
They came from Baltimore, 
Washington and New York. 
They numbered up to 35,000. 
They came to honor Elizabeth 
Ann Seton. the first American- 
born sain t of the Rom an 
Catholic Church. 
Rom an Catholic officials 
hope her canonization will en­ 
courage other young women to 
take religious vows. 
Mother Seton was an Epi­ 
scopalian-born New York socie­ 
ty matron who converted to 
Roman Catholicism after her 
husband’s death. Shunned by 
her family and friends and 
responsible for rearing her five 
children, Mother Seton founded 
a free school in Emmitsburg 
for poor children, from which 
cam e the American parochial 
school system. 
Ten years ago the North 
American branch of the Sisters 
of Charity, a teaching and nurs­ 
ing order, had 12,000 nuns. They 
now have 7.500. 


“ We hope the attention given 
to the canonization will encour­ 
age more young women to join 
our sisterhood,” 
said Sister 
Jerom e Nossell, who headed 
the planning committee for the 
Emmitsburg celebration. 


Planned for several months, 
the Em m itsburg observance 
went off without a hitch with 
m ore than 35,000 pilgrim s 
journeying the narrow roads 
leading to this remote Mary­ 
land town tucked on a tree- 
covered hillside about 15 miles 
from the Presidential retreat of 
Camp David. 
The sisters had com m is­ 
sioned a Baltimore fast-food 
chain to provide hotdogs and 
roast beef sandwiches, but 
scarcely a shred of waste paper 
or garbage marred the grounds 
around the St. Joseph Provin­ 
cial house and the several 
shrines marking various build­ 
in gs im portant in M other 
Seton’s life.

SAN JO SE (UPI) - A police 
sharpshooter today shot to 
death a 24-year-old gunman who 
tried to hijack an empty Con­ 
tinental Airlines 727 jet with 
four hostages His death ended 
a four-hour rampage during 
which he stabbed a woman he 
tried to rape in her home. 
The gunman, identified by 
police as Fred Solomon. San 
Jose, began the hours of terror 
when he entered the apartment 
where the woman lived with her 
children late Sunday night and 
stabbed her in the heart. 
He then drove to San Jose 
Hospital, kidnaped Dr. Frank 
Wiefels at gunpoint, and sped 
with him to Reid-Hillview Air­ 
port, where he encountered a 
security guard and demanded a 
small plane and pilot. 
Police said that when Solo- 
discovered no plane was 
mon 


available, he took the guard 
hostage as well and drove short­ 
ly after midnight to San Jose 
Municipal Airport, where he 
found two maintenance men 
preparing the 727 for an early 
morning flight Brandishing a 
.38 caliber revolver, he took 
them hostage also and ordered 
them to get him a flight crew, a 
gun and ammunition. 
Negotiations between Solo­ 
mon and the airport control 
tower began, with a mainte­ 
nance man relaying the hijack­ 
er’s demand by radio, said as­ 
sistant San Jose police chief 
Jay Propst. Control tower 
workers immediately notified 
police, who arrived at the scene 
within several minutes with 
sharpshooters — members of 
the Special Weapons and Tac­ 
tical Team known as SWAT. 
During the negotiations, the 


security guard and one of the 
m aintenance men escaped 
while Solomon was distracted, 
Propst said. The doctor was 
shot in the leg when he tried to 
escape from the plane, police 
added 
Officers said the negotiations 
were in process for half an 
hour They shot out the tires as 
the aircraft started to taxi 
down the runway. 
“ There was no possibility 
that the plane could have been 
flown.” said police Lt. Don 
Trujillo

A directory of training programs in the 
health professions was developed by the 
Consortium for persons interested in 
entering the health field and for career 
counselors. It includes information 
regarding qualifications, length and cost 
of course and where each program is 
located in the Tri-Counties. 
A health careers program for secon­ 
dary and college career centers and 
health clubs has also been developed by 
the Consortium “The program includes 
presentation of eight original posters 
showing employment trends and oppor­ 
tunities in the Tri Counties and the 
variety of careers in the health field,” 
Sabina White. Health Careers Adviser, 
says. “These posters which the Consor­ 
tium developed have been displayed at 
national meetings and at poster art 
shows due to their original graphics as 
well as at health and career fairs around 
the Tri Counties. They may be acquired 
by any interested institution and per­ 
son.” 
The Health Manpower Informer is the 
bi-monthly newsletter of the Consor­ 
tium, and ^distributed to all members. 
The six issues published to date have 
featured articles about new health man­ 
power programs in the Tri-Counties, 
news about continuing education 
programs, legislative developments and 
Consortium news. 
The Consortium has also helped to 
organize the new Nurses Educational 
Council in Santa Barbara and various 
workshops for nurses throughout the Tri- 
Counties. It helped to prepare a unique 
resource sharing manual for hospital in- 
service directors in Ventura and a com­ 
plete mailing list of major nursing 
employers, for those who produce nurs­ 
ing continuing education programs. Staff 
has also been involved in coordinating a 
new training course for Emergency 
Room Nurses and in surveying continu­ 
ing education needs of all health profes­ 
sionals in the Tri-Counties. 
In the coming year, the Consortium 
has been mandated by CRMP to produce 
a regional continuing education and con­ 
sumer education plan, and to correlate 
our health manpower employment data 
with information collected by the state 
network of Consortia and the State 
Health Dept. It will also help with 
development of the new Health Systems 
Agencies as legislated in the new 
"N atio n al H ealth Planning and 
Resources Development Act of 1914,” 
(P.L. 93-641). 
In addition, the Consortium plans to 
continue serving its members with infor­ 
mation and coordination functions, sup­ 
plying information regarding health 
manpower training, development of new 
programs, continuing education, utiliza­ 
tion, dispersion, etc. as needed.

CONCORD. N.H. (UPI) - 
Name-calling and charges of a 
last-minute sm ear involving the 
issue of gun control hung today 
over New Hampshire’s rerun 
U.S. Senate election on the eve 
of voting. 
Democrat John Durkin and 
Republican Louis Wyman ap­ 
peared in Boston Sunday (on 
ABC’s "Issues and Answers" 
program ). 
Durkin accu sed 
Wyman of playing Watergate- 
style campaign tricks with a 
letter saying Durkin favors 
federal control of firearms and 
would promote gun confiscation 
laws. 
Wyman headquarters quoted 
Durkin as saying in a 1974 inter­ 
view with the New Hampshire 
Outdoorsman, "I think the new 
M assachusetts gun law is a step 
in the right direction." That 
law requires a mandatory one- 
year jail sentence if a person is 
found guilty of carrying an un­ 
registered firearm. 
Voters return to the polls 
Tuesday to choose betw een 
Wyman. Durkin and the Ameri­ 
can party's C. Carmen Chimen- 
to. 
Last N ovem ber’s election 
ended in a virtual tie between 
Wyman and Durkin. A new 
election was called when two 
s ta te rec o u n ts and sev en 
months of Senate review failed 
to resolve the deadlock. 
Durkin said he was "interest­ 
ed in Mr. Wyman's position on 
truth because he knows on two 
occasions in debate I (have said 
1 1 am flatly opposed to gun con­ 
trol. flatly opposed to con­ 
fiscation." 
When the program ended, 
Durkin turned to Wyman and 
said. "I’m ashamed of you, 
Louis." Wyman replied. "I’m 
ashamed of you. John, you’re a 
liar." 
Wyman, a five-term former 
congressman and long-time op­ 
ponent of gun control, accused 
Durkin of changing his position 
on gun control. 
"Now you find the sentiment 
in New Hampshire you think is 
very strongly opposed to gun 
control so you’re against gun 
control, like you approach these 
issues on a populist basis, issue 
after issue," Wyman said 
‘‘Do you want to be senator 
that badly that you would stoop 
to that lev el to purposely 
(introduce) a Segretti-type let­ 
ter in the last minute of a 
political campaign when you 
know a person can’t rebut that? 
T h a t’s ... th e le s s o n o f 
Watergate and evidently you 
haven’t learned it yet, Mr. 
Wyman," Durkin said. 


President Ford and former 
California Gov. Ronald Reagan 
campaigned for Wyman last 
week. 


Durkin discounted the im pact 
of the v isits. He said N ew 
H am pshire’s 447,000 eligib le 
voters would "make up their 
own minds in their own w ay.”

Mrs. Ford’s press secretary, 
Sheila Weidenfeld, said all the 
puppies were "very cute’’ and 
the mother was "doing fine." 


The new additions to the First 
Family did not interfere with 
President Ford’s golf game. He 
was told of the first birth short­ 
ly before leaving for Burning 
Tree Country Club and was 
back after 18 holes in time for 
the arrival of the last puppy. 


The President saw Liberty’s 
litter but his comments were 
not recorded. 


Board, which was to present its

Draft dodgers and deserters, 
including many who went to 
Canada and Europe and still 
have not been indicted, were 
eligible to apply for generally 
low-paying, public service-type 
civilian jobs. 
After serving for up to two 
years, but usually after only a 
few months, they would avoid 
prosecution or would receive a 
presidential pardon if they had 
convictions. 
Almost before the ink was dry 
on Ford’s proclamation, most 
amnesty proponents said the 
program was "punitive" and 
the major exile organizations 
abroad were calling for a 
boycott of the Ford program 
while continuing to demand un­ 
iversal and unconditional 
amnesty. 
"We feel that we did a good 
job,” Goodell said. "Our inten­ 
tions were good and everyone 
who came through here got a 
fair shake. We did a service for 
these people."

Worst over for auto 


industry, experts say 


DETROIT (UPI) - Analysts 
say early September new car 
sales reports will confirm what 
auto executives have pro­ 
claimed recently — that the 
worst is over for the depressed 
industry. 
Industry analysts said reports 
due today from the four U.S. 
carmakers will show sales 14 
per cent below a year ago, but 
equal to the same period in 1973 
just before the Arab oil em­ 
bargo sent the industry into a 
two-year slump. 
Sales were expected to reach 
about 140,000 cars and could go 
as high as 145,000. The higher 
figure would surpass 1973 and 
put this year’s Sept. 1-10 period 
on the books as the fifth best in 
history. 
However, there still were 
signs that all is not well with 
the industry. 


Long-term layoffs today still 
numbered 81,800 workers out of 
the industry’s blue collar force 
of 700,000. Because of the 
switch to 1976-model produc­ 
tion. temporary layoffs climbed 
from 3.025 last week to 14,275 
today.

Pats' goal 
is to halt 
NFL openers

The most important game of the 
N ational Football L eague’s final 
weekend of exhibition play was the one 
that wasn’t played Sunday. 
That was the scheduled game between 
New England and the New York Jets at 
Yale Bowl in New Haven, Conn., and it 
was canceled when the Patriots voted to 
strike in protest against the NFL’s 
failure to reach a contract agreement 
with the Players Association. 
The NFL Management Council, which 
represents the league in negotiations, 
has threatened to stop the Patriots’ 
salaries and keep them from practicing 
until an accord is reached. 
In explaining the mechanics of the 
strike. Patriot Player Representative 
Randy Vataha read a statement calling 
for, “the other 25 NFL teams also to 
commit themselves to the effort to 
precipitate meaningful 
negotiations 
between the Management Council and 
the NFLPA. To have all 26 teams (on 
strike) would be ideal but the first thing 
is to stop the 13 games next week. We 
want to find out how many teams are 
behind us. We now have 100 per cent 
backing of our players. Any players who 
said no (on Saturday) now are backing 
us.” 
New England players initially voted 
37-2, with five abstaining, to strike. 
“We took the action to pressure our un­ 
ion as well as the Management Council 
to get this thing settled.” Vataha said. 
“It’s already the longest arbitration that 
the federal mediator has ever dealt 
with.” 
The negotiations began early last year 
and were not settled after a 42-day 
player strike. They voted to return to 
camp and play last season while a con­ 
tract was negotiated but both sides still 
refused to budge on the Rozelle Rule or 
option com pensation issue which 
precipitated the earlier strike. 
Players oppose the Rozelle Rule, 
which stipulates that a club must com­ 
pensate another club if it signs a player 
who played out his option with that team. 
There also has been an objection to 
reduction in team rosters from 47 to 43 
players. 
“We can’t see letting this thing drag on 
and on," Vataha said. “If the other 
teams don’t follow our action, we then 
know our union is not going to strike and 
we can evaluate our union. Then we 
know we don’t have a strong union and 
we will have to sign a no-strike pledge 
and return to training camp on Tuesday 
or Wednesday. If that happens I don’t 
think many of our players are going to 
want to pay their ($300 annual) union 
dues.” 
New England is scheduled to open its 
regular season Sunday at home against 
Houston. 


The Patriots had sought to gain sup­ 
port in the strike from the rest of the 
teams by refusing to play in the national­ 
ly televised game but all they got was 
nominal support. The closest any club 
came to joining the Patriots was in 
Miami where the New York Giants voted 
to strike before their game with the 
Dolphins. But the intercession of owner 
Wellington Mara and several Dolphins 
persuaded the Giants to play the game. 


While the arguments pro and con 
regarding the Patriots’ strike, termed a 
walkout by the league and a lockout by 
the players, raged from coast to coast, 
the other clubs closed out the preseason 
schedule.

one illustration by the players without bothering to con­ 
sider a far more important one by those who actually 
pay their salaries. Not the owners, but the fans. 


The ones I talked to about the Patriots’ strike and the 
possibility of it spreading to the other NFL clubs didn’t 
seem to care one way or another. They voiced no resent­ 
ment toward either the players or the owners, only an 
impassiveness and indifference in what to them was 
merely another in a steady succession of labor strikes. 
From discussing the Patriots’ action with the dozen or 
so professional football fans I did, I came away with the 
distinct impression the fan protest would be far less 
than anyone would imagine if the pro football schedule 
was canceled for the entire season. For sure, few 
housewives would complain. 


Possibly there might have been a time when a player 
strike causing the cancellation of an entire pro football 
schedule or any other professional sport schedule would 
rank as a national calamity, but not any more. 
People have too many other forms of divertisement to 
occupy their time and interest. Besides, they are deeply 
involved with their own daily problems like trying to 
deal with the rising cost of food, gasoline, rent and 


medical and dental bills, so how can they get worked up 
at all over an issue like the pro football players being up­ 
set with the owners. The fans accepted a seven-week 
walkout by the NFL players a year ago and that got 
them sort of used to no pro football. Somehow they’d 
find a way to struggle along without it even if they had 
to do so over an entire season. 


I know for certain some owners would almost 
welcome a showdown. They feel they've been pushed as 
far as they can be. and appear ready to write off the 
season if it comes down to that. Few players would ac­ 
tually be willing to go that far. Maybe some say they 
would, but there’s a world of difference between saying 
something and doing it. 


The Patriots held a meeting Sunday after their game 
with the Jets was canceled and said they hoped to gain 
the support of players on the other 25 NFL clubs. Per­ 
sonally. I think they have the good wishes of those 
players, but I doubt they’ll get their support. 
For sure, they don’t have either the sympathy or sup­ 
port of the fans. I think the players sense that and it’s 
one of the things that would keep them from ever really 
thinking of a strike in the long sense of the word

PINEHURST, N. C. (UPI) — Jack Nicklaus let the leaders 
falter in the wind while he picked up a playoff victory Sunday 
in the World Open golf tournament. 
"When you get Pinehurst with wind and they put the pins in 
the com ers, you’ve got to think," said Nicklaus, who sank a 
short par putt on the first sudden-death hole to defeat Billy 
Casper. "That’s what’s so great about the tournament." 
All week Nicklaus had talked about the famed Pinehurst

where he won the 1959 North-South am ateur at age 19. 
"I won here as an am ateur and I wanted to put my name in 
the books as a pro, too," he said after picking up the $40,000 
first prize. "You always like to win on a great course." 
Nicklaus started the day at 2 under par, five strokes behind 
Tom Weiskopf. But as the leaders continued to suffer bogeys 
in the tricky wind, Nicklaus played a "good thinking round" 
without a bogey and chalked up birdies at the fourth and 16th 
holes for a 69. 
Casper dropped a couple of strokes to one under early Sun­ 
day but moved back to four under at the 15th and said he 
thought he would wrap up the victory with a birdie at the par 


5, 16th. 
"I felt after 1 hit my second shot at 16 that I was going to 
win the tournament,” said Casper.

John McKay isn’t making any com­ 
parisons between the powerful junior 
and his superstar tailbacks of the past — 
Mike Garrett, 0. J. Simpson and Anthony 
Davis. 
At least not yet. 
But McKay thinks the Bell who rushed 
for a school record 256 yards — and four 
touchdowns — is the real thing. 
"I don’t think this is the most yardage 
he’ll ever get in a game,” the white- 
haired u s e head coach said Sunday. 
"There’s no question if we continue to 
block well for him, he’ll have a great 
season. In fact, he’s got two big years 
ahead of him. 
"H e’s not the same kind of a runner as 
Simpson or Davis but he’s got great 
ability. He’s got the power of a fullback 
and the acceleration of a tailback. He 
just pops ’em and goes forward. 
"He runs with great quickness, power 
and speed and that’s what it takes.” 
In a 35-7 victory over Duke Friday 
night. Bell, a converted fullback, broke 
C.R. Roberts’ 1956 school record of 251 
yards. 
"The youngsters blocked very hard for 
him ,” McKay continued "We don’t play 
for records here but the youngsters 
wanted him to do it so I decided to put 
him in in the fourth quarter until he did 
it. 
"They were tickled to death for him 
because he’s so well liked by his team­ 
m ates.” 
A 6-2, 215-pounder who grew up two 
miles from the Coliseum, Bell feels he 
may have a difficult time because of his 
record. 
"It will probably be rough after this 
since everybody will be keying on me 
now,” he said. " I’ll just have to keep 
running hard.” 
McKay disagreed. 
"If you don’t key on the tailback, 
regardless of who he is, against us, then 
you’re crazy because the tailback 
carries the ball most of the time in our 
offense,” he explained.

Mansfield sees 
further reversal 


Just another sunny, quiet 
weekend in Los Angeles — except Demos show White House hopefuls 


LAKE BUENA VISTA, Fla 
(U P I) — Senate majority 
leader Mike Mansfield predicts 
President Ford’s vetoes of 
energy control legislation will 
lead to further reversals in the 
nation’s economy. 
The Montana senator also 
conceded in a news conference 
Sunday night at the Southern 
Governors’ Conference that 
Alabama Gov. George Wallace 
is the current frontrunner in the 
race for the Democratic 
presidential nomination. 
Mansfield, frustrated in his 
efforts to convince Florida Gov. 
Beubin Askew to seek the 
presidential nomination, said 
he did not know if he would sup­ 
port Wallace should he get the 
nomination. 
“ I’d have to think about it,” 
Mansfield said shortly after 
arriving at a dinner party to 
greet Askew. “ He has been the 
frontrunner in early stages 
before, but hasn’t been able to 
get the nomination. 
“ He is the only one who has 
strength that I think will not get 
the nomination.” 
Mansfield was leadoff speak­ 
er at today’s opening of the 41st 
annual meeting of the Dixie 
governors, which was focusing 
primarily on problems of the 
economy, energy and the en­ 
vironment. 
In a prepared speech, Mans­ 
field said Ford’s rejection of

Squeaky' 
to return 
to court 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (U PI) 
— Lynette “ Squeaky” From- 
me, labeled by authorities as a 
“ high risk’’ defendant in the at­ 
tempted assassination of 
President Ford, returns to 
court Tuesday to ask for a 
reduction in her maximum $1 
million bail. 
Miss Fromme, 26, who 
pointed a 45 caliber pistol point 
blank at Ford as he walked 
across the state capitol grounds 
Sept. 5, will appear before Chief 
U.S. District Court Judge 
Thomas MacBride. 
The designation as a high risk 
defendant, MacBride said, 
means her trial would be held 
within 60 to 90 days.

Brown signs 
registration

SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. has 
signed into law a bill that 
allows Californians to register 
to vote by mail starting with the 
November 1976 election. 
The measure (AB822) by As­ 
semblyman James'Keysor, D- 
Sepulveda, signed Sunday, 
would allow persons to use 
postage-paid cards to register, 
re-register after moving and to 
change party affiliation or 
names beginning July 1 next 
year. 
About $1.2 million earmarked 
for financing the program was 
removed from the current state 
budget after Republicans com­ 
plained the bill had not yet pas­ 
sed. 
As a result, the measure will 
not take effect until the beginn­ 
ing of the next fiscal year, in 
time for the November elec­ 
tion.

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ATLANTA (U P I) - The 
Japanese beetle has overspread 
most of the U.S. eastern 
seaboard and is moving steadi­ 
ly south and west, threatening 
fruit orchards, grapevines and 
about 300 other plants. 
Federal and state agriculture 
officials say there is little they 
can do to stop the tide of beetles 
that has moved as far as the 
Mississippi River and into the 
metropolitan Atlanta area. 
“ There’s no question it can 
spread all over the country,” 
says R.H. Prestage, acting dis­ 
trict director of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture’s 
plant protection programs. 
“ You’ve got pretty much the 
same climatical conditions.” 
Experts say the insect began 
a 12-mile-a-year trek in New 
Jersey in 1916. Since then, it has 
infested that state, Maine, New 
Hampshire, Vermont, New 
York, Pennsylvania, Delaware, 
Maryland, Virginia, West Vir­ 
ginia, Ohio, Indiana, North 
Georgia, parts of Michigan and 
Alabama, and the eastern por­ 
tions of Illinois, Kentucky and 
Tennessee. 
Scattered sightings of the 
beetle have been reported in the 
Atlanta area and experts fear 
the multi-million peach grow­ 
ing belt south of here will be 
next. 
“ This is what concerns all of 
us,” says state entomologist 
P a r i ^ rn tt 
The USDA estimates the 
Japanese beetle causes some 
$10 million in agricultural 
damage each year.

Strauss Sunday also recom­ 
mended former Rep. Marth» 
Griffiths of Michigan to head 
lIvprtSTes Committee and Gov. 
Philip Noel of Rhode Island to 
chair the Platform Committee. 
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The recommendations will go 
to the full Democratic National 
Committee at a meeting set for 
Oct. 14. 
Cranston talked to a number 
of the announced and potential 
candidates and leading Demo­ 
crats before telling Strauss he 
would accept the sensitive post 
of credentials committee chair­ 
man. 
Cranston’s press secretary, 
Murray Flander, said all had 
urged him to take the job. 
Flander said Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy, D-Mass., had “ en­ 
thusiastically urged" and Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash,, 
had strongly urged" Cranston 
' to accept. 
Sen. Lloyd Bentsen, D-Tex ; 
Sen Hubert H. Humphrey, D- 
Minn., and Rep. Morris K 
Udall, D-Ariz., also reacted 
favorably, he said. 
“ There’s nobody I’d rather 
have,” Udall told Cranston. 
"Strauss has played it straight 
with me and if he wants you,, I 
want you.” 
Humphrey said: “ Your fair­ 
ness makes you the one.” 
Strauss said the California 
senator is known for his 
“ fairness and integrity" and is 
trusted by all factions of the 
party. 
Cranston said his goal will be 
to see to it the Democratic 
party “ comes together" at the 
1976 convention. 
“ My role will be to see that 
everybody gets a fair shot to 
present their case, to keep peo­ 
ple together and to avoid fac­ 
tionalism,” he said. 


Cranston said the Democrats 
he talked to generally felt there 
would be disputes bpt that they 
would be "less intense" than in 
past conventions. 
As chairman of the creden­ 
tials committee, Cranston will 
not endorse any candidate until 
his work is completed.

Berkeley teacher 
strike talks fail 
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BER K ELEY (U P I) - Talks 
between representatives in the 
teachers’ strike collapsed on 
the weekend with no immediate 
resumption 
of 
negotiations 
scheduled. 
“ There will be no further 
meetings until the board agrees 
to meet with us,” Morris Rich­ 
mond of the Berkeley Pupil 
Personnel Association said Sun­ 
day. 
He and other representatives 
of the three unions involved 
said they had a counter­ 
proposal to offer to the 
Berkeley Board of Education. 
But the unions refused to con­ 
tinue negotiations without the 
board’s being present and 
rejected the board’s latest 
proposals, according to Gene 
Roh, board president. 
Among the proposals was a 
plan to reduce the number of 
district administrators by 20 
per cent, an agreement to sell 
the district’s passenger car 
fleet if savings could result and 
an agreement to cut telephone 
costs. 
However, Roh said the dis­ 
trict was unable to restore 
wages and fringe benefits 
agreed to in the April 15 con­ 
tract but canceled during the 
summer because of a $3.9 
million budget deficit. 
The cutback, the chief issue 
of the 13-day strike, was caused 
in part by widespread school 
mismanagement, said a citi­ 
zens’ investigative group. The 
group’s report, disclosed Sun­ 
day, was highly critical of the 
school district. 
It said the Berkeley school 
system will be $5.59 million in 
the red by the end of the current 
school year and was "both 
technically bankrupt and in 
violation of state and county ap­ 
plicable laws and statutory 
codes." 


“ We do not wish to appear to 
state that we have uncovered 
every example of poor manage­ 
ment,” the study said. “ Frank­ 
ly there are too many.” 
The group was headed by 
David Partridge, an Oakland 
savings and loan executive. He 
said the district’s financial 
crisis stemmed from bad 
business practices, chaotic 
bookkeeping, a general lack of 
accountability of funds, repeat­ 
ed cost overruns in manv 
projects and “ gross overstaf­ 
fing .” 
Berkeley’s school system 
often spends twice as much as 
other California cities per 
pupil, the study said, but “ we 
seriously doubt that any kind of 
cost benefit analysis would 
show that the B erk eley 
programs were twice as good or 
effective as those in other 
school districts.” 
Board president Gene Roh 
praised the study as "very well 
done” and said the board was 
discussing a revamping of 
school fiscal management even 
before the committee was ap­ 
pointed.

Information control 


Currently in the halls of 
Congress there is proposed 
legislation with the mouth- 
filling title of “ Criminal 
Justice Information Control 
and Protection of Privacy Act 
of 1975.“ A real mouthful. 


In our opinion, it could easi­ 
ly just be called “Information 
Control Act.” That’s what it 
is. 


Congress is doing something 
noteworthy the wrong way. In 
their efforts to protect the 
privacy of individuals, they 
are getting dangerously close 
to erecting barriers of secrecy 
around information that right­ 
ly belongs to the public. 


The measure calls for the 
restriction of press and public 
access to criminal records. It 
allows for the sealing and even 
the purging of court records in 
many cases. It is another sur­ 
reptitious move toward clos­ 
ing our once “open court” 
system and operating such a 
system in secrecy. 
Sound suggestions for 
changes in the legislation have 
been made by four national 
press groups. Congress would 
do well to heed the advice 
before they inadvertently wipe 
out all the good they tried to do 
with the recent amendments 
to the Freedom of Information 
Act.

Recycling cycle 


Back in 1971, a group of local people 
used to gather around the conference 
room table at City Hall twice a month or 
so and talk about recycling and how to 
implement a city wide recycling plan. 
The talk was interesting, even heady at 
times, and the company was good. But 
the plan never got off the ground. 
Now, over three 
years after the City 
Recycling Committee 
disbanded 
in 
philosophical d is­ 
couragement, recycl­ 
ing and the resource 
recovery industry is 
slowly becoming an 
idea and a movement 
whose time has come. 
I remember this 
c o m m itte e 
w ell 
because I was as­ 
signed to cover their 
meetings. There was. of course, Don 
Hinderliter, the Air Force engineer who 
was the chairman of the panel and 
creator of “Super Smasher,” a hydraulic 
press he used to flatten tin cans which, 
unfortunately, used power from a gas­ 
oline engine that belched air pollution. 
No matter, it was a step. The recycling 
operations to can flattening and bottle 
smashing took place Saturday mornings 
in the rear of the H Street law offices of 
attorney Bruce Sharpe, another panel 
member, who would slowly assemble his 
and our thoughts in a deft, deep baritone 
voice that sounded like downrange 
thunder. There was Sanitation 
Superintendent Jim Brightwell, who 
often wore his garbage can tie pin and 
hailed us with “ greetings and 
sanitation,” and Art Heinrich, who 
recycled waste papers from work and 
brought us scratch pads made out of 
them. Margie Adam was also a member, 
as were Jean Jacoby and Joe Mangino. 
Dusty Griffiths and Ric Rea helped as 
city staff secretaries to the group. 
Even being associated with this circle 
was a primer in modern futility. Recycl­ 
ing them was in the same status that, say, 
flight was in 1909 — it was a curiosity, a 
hobby with enormous but scoffed at 
potential. 
Well, this is now changing. State 
Senate Bill Five, passed in 1972 at around 
the time the local recycling people were 
breaking off and going their separate 
ways, requires that all counties and 
cities in the state prepare and report on 
solid waste management plans. The 
plans are to include proposals for waste 
recovery as well as county or local plans 
for converting garbage into salable 
material or fuel. 
Garbage as fuel is also the theme of an 
exciting study including Santa Barbara 
County. Southern California Edison Co. 
is studying the feasibility of setting up a 
large solid waste district in which 
Edison will buy all of the organic gar­ 
bage produced and use it as fuel to 
generate electricity. Other counties in­ 
volved include Riverside, Orange, Ven­ 
tura and Los Angeles. 
Another tell-tale sign that there's 
about to be a renaissance in garbage is 
the advent of the pyrolitic converter. 
Simply stated, this is a device that ex­ 
poses refuse to great heat but no oxygen. 
What this process produces is, first of 
all, relatively clean carbon, methane gas

and substances broadly classified as 
petrochem icals. The carbon is 
marketable, for example, for activated 
charcoal for sewer system filters and the 
like or to be compressed as charcoal 
briquettes. The methane gas drawn off 
the heated garbage is recycled to run the 
pyrolitic converter itself. 
The petrochemical product is the most 
exciting of all. Converter manufacturers 
contend that it can be refined into 
gasoline or any other petroleum 
derivative. If this works out to be true, 
the pyrolitic converter will become most 
famous as a machine that turns garbage 
into oil, about a barrel and a half of it per 
each ton of garbage processed. 
All of this accentuates a fact of which 
the City Recycling Committee was well 
aware. Garbage is valuable, not only the 
lawn cuttings and egg shells we toss out 
for the city to collect, but the sludge 
from our sewer plants as well. 
The trick is extracting this value ef­ 
ficiently and establishing a market for it 
that will hold. Actually it works just the 
other way. Only when a firm market is 
established will recycling hit its efficient 
stride. And when this happens such 
valiant but, in context, pathetic efforts 
like super smasher will be seen as quaint 
as a pair of da Vinci wings alongside a 
Boeing 727. 
There are several pyrolitic conversion 
systems for resource recovery being in­ 
stalled around the country, including a 
200-ton per day plant in El Cajon and a 
1,000-ton per day facility in Baltimore. 
It’s not as easy as just installing a plant, 
apparently. You have to separate the 
garbage into several general classifica­ 
tions (organic, metals, etc.) beforehand 
and this often requires new habits from 
residential garbage producers. 
But the day is coming. Klaus Kemp of 
Santa Barbara makes a pyrolitic con­ 
verter he calls the Kemp Converter and 
has a five-ton per day production 
prototype unit in operation. Everyone 
marvels at the performance of the five- 
ton unit and wonders if a large, 
municipal sized plant would be as well. 
Kemp has reportedly made the county 
an informal offer. The county spends 
about $5.50 per ton to operate its landfill, 
or dump. Kemp’s reputed offer is to take 
the headache of finding new places to 
dump garbage off the county’s shoulders 
if the county will play him the $5.50 per 
ton and give him rights to all of the 
products he can pyrolize out of this 
refuse. No formal offer has been made to 
the County Board of Supervisors as yet. 
Kemp’s next move, reportedly, is to 
set up a 100-ton per day converter to 
demonstrate his process on a municipal 
scale. Some people think Lompoc may be 
a good place for a unit like this to be 
located. This city generates about 70 tons 
of garbage per day. 
At first as a country we burned as 
much of our garbage as we could. Then 
came the environmental movement and 
the awareness of the dangers of air pollu­ 
tion. So we began to bury it. On the West 
Coast, there were and are small canyons 
ideal for this. On the Great Plains, we’ve 
been digging massive trenches and mak­ 
ing garbage mountains, all covered over 
with dirt after each day and eventually 
planted in grass and made into parks. 
In the next phase, say the long distance 
thinkers, we’ll be using things like the 
pyolitic converter to recover what we 
can of our dwindling resources. In the 
phase after that, we could stargaze, we’ll 
probably actually begin to mine our old 
landfills for their refuse resources. 
So all those recycling committee 
meetings lasting until 11:30, the times of 
letting the sledge hammer fall and hit­ 
ting your toe instead of a tin can, all the 
discoveries that the market for recycled 
paper and other items wouldn’t pay for 
the transportation to market — all that 
wasn’t for nothing. Those folks on the 
Recycling Committee were just a little 
ahead of their time, that’s all. 


I did not notice it at the time, but the 
vote to deny United States weapon- 
makers the right to sell arms to Turkey, 
cast on July 25, was narrowly carried 
(228-206) with the support of some of the 
most resolute conservatives and anti­ 
communists in the House of Represen­ 
tatives. They found themselves voting 
alongside such as 
Congressmen 
C onyers, D rinan, 
Edwards, Harrington, 
H oltzm an, 
Koch, 
Rosenthal, and Udall, 
in one of the strangest 
coalitions in recent 
Congressional history. 
Why? 


Viewed with even 
m odest str a teg ic 
perspective, the vote 
against selling arms to 
Turkey was at best 
perplexing, at worst maniacal. Turkey 
has been the staunchest ally in the anti­ 
communist NATO alliance, and is 
geopolitically as vital to that alliance as 
the Mississippi River to the greening of 
the vertebrae of the United States. 


What had happened? I wrote to three 
conservative Congressmen, good friends 
and exemplary cold warriors, to express 
my bafflement. 


One of them replied like a district at­ 
torney who had wearily closed down a 
speakeasy, muttering “the law’s the 
law.” Indeed Section 505 (B) of the 
Foreign Assistance Act of 1961, as 
amended, says it quite clearly; that if a 
country that buys arms from the United 
States goes on to use those arms for 
other than defensive purposes, then the 
further sale of arms is prohibited. 


The Comptroller General of the United 
States, Mr. Elmer Staats, took the posi­ 
tion. in a written opinion, that infringe­ 
ment was a matter of historical record. 
Which is of course true. When the Turks 
invaded Cyprus, seizing a generous part 
of it and creating a fresh refugee 
problem (180,000 Greeks), they un­ 
questionably used arms purchased from 
the United States. It is not to justify the 
Turkish invasionTiowever to note a) that 
it was precipitated by a Greek initiative 
that brought down the military junta; or 
b) that the question who rightly owns 
what parts of Cyprus is a question the 
Roman Emperors were not able to 
solve; or c) that when a country moves 
militarily, grabbing its muskets, it tends 
to be less than inquisitive about the 
provenance of those weapons, or the 
teams under which they were purchased. 


Turkey’s move against Cyprus is as 
defensible, at the hands of a resourceful 
lawyer, as any of several moves by 
Israel against Lebanon and Jordan, but 
Congress has never passed a law denying 
Israel, for that reason, the right to buy 
more arms; nor, so far as I know, has 
Congress ever roused Elmer Staats to 
give it a reading of the legality of con­ 


tinuing arms sales to Israel. 


Another Congressman gave as his 
reason for voting against Turkey not only 
the legal one, but a whole basketful of 
others He did not like having been pres­ 
sured by the Administration. “The Ad­ 
ministration's spokesmen appeared to 
rest their case... and on the rationale 
that we must trust the foreign policy of 
President Ford.” This, the Congres­ 
sman. who distrusts detente, was not 
prepared to do. 


Moreover, he didn’t think the Ad­ 
ministration was entirely convincing 
about Turkey's strategic importance; in­ 
deed. he didn’t think the spokesmen of 
the Administration had given Congres­ 
smen “grown-up” answers to searching 
questions. 


A third naysayer pulled all the stops. 
In addition to the foregoing objections, 
he thinks of Turkey as something of a 


pain in the neck, “intransigent on the 
matter of refugees and heroin.” He did 
not like what he interpreted as the 
“increased... blackmailing” by our allies 
— Turkey had threatened to close down 
American b ases, and of course 
proceeded to do so. 


But then the most striking point. The 
Congressman felt that a Nay vote was 
the means of attacking a “disastrous 
foreign policy.” He laughs at the stated 
concern of Secretary of Defense 
Schlesinger over the threatened loss in 
intelligence capabilities. “This Ad­ 
ministration and previous Administra­ 
tions have literally destroyed our in­ 
telligence apparatuses. They engage in 
detente with an enemy, talk about giving 
away the Panama Canal, send critical 
materials to our avowed enemy, then 
have the gall to tell us this vote is an­ 
tithetical to our basic defense and in­ 
telligence needs.” 


On reflection, I think this — give or 
take the Greek lobby, for whatever it is 
worth — is the crux of the matter. It 
makes me deeply despondent, because 
however pleasant it is to satisfy one’s 
pride at the expense of insufferable 
allies (most friendly nations, like most 
friendly nations, are to some extent in­ 
sufferable), it is generally not the 
stateman’s business to yield to the temp­ 
tation 
Conservative Congressmen 
aghast at President Ford’s acquiescence 
in a 60 billion dollar deficit are not en­ 
titled to use their disgust as an excuse 
for voting an 80 billion dollar deficit. 
Still, though my sympathies are with the 
Administration, I do not see how it can 
fail to perceive that such disaffections as 
these will grow and grow, watered by 
detente, and that one day utter confusion 
will prevail. It is augured even now as 
we see Bella Abzug and John Ashbrook, 
hand in hand, traipsing down the aisle to 
vote in unison.

In our business, unintentional mis­ 
takes always seem to turn into some type 
of nightmare. When a mistake involves a 
human being, and most of them do, it 
becomes such a difficult job to convince 
the person that mistakes are not inten­ 
tional. 
N ew spapers are 
prone to make mis­ 
takes. The law of 
averages takes care of 
that when one con­ 
siders how many thou­ 
sands upon thousands 
of words are in a 
single edition of a new­ 
spaper. Copy readers 
can miss the obvious 
error and they do. 
We note, however, 
that newspapers are 
becoming more con­ 
scious of their need for corrections. We 
remember way back when if a person 
was erred in some way and a correction 
was demanded, such corrections usually 
ended up way back in the newspaper 
near the classified advertisement sec­ 
tion. 
But today, prestigious newspapers 
such as the Los Angeles Times even 
reserve a section of their page two in 
order to make corrections that slipped 
by their copy desks or reporters and 
editors. Other newspapers, many in fact, 
are employing ombudsmen to weigh 
their facts and opinions in light of the 
general reading public. Newspapers are 
trying hard to maintain their credibility. 
This is rather a long introduction into a 
related matter. All newspapers receive 
press releases from a variety of sources. 


Corrections 


We know of no newspaper who has the 
staff and time to check all facts in a 
press release so therefore it is through 
such releases that we sometimes do err. 
Take for example a series of releases 
from the Cooperative Extension, Divi­ 
sion of Agricultural Sciences, University 
of California, Berkeley. This particular 
government agency endeavors to advise 
housewives on utilization of recipes. A 
number of newspapers, we are sure, run 
their recipes next to their food advertis­ 
ing and recipes, we add, are susceptible 
to more mistakes than any other news 
release. 
This is why we received a sheet of 
paper in an envelope from the 
Cooperative Extension last week. It read 
simply; 
In our release, dated August 21, 1975, 
the recipe titled Piccadilli should be Pic­ 
calilli. Also add two cups sugar to the list 
of ingredients. The rest of the recipe is 
correct. 
In the same release, dated August 21, 
1975, the recipe for Quick Green Tomato 


Dill Pickles should list six teaspoons, not 
six tablespoons salt. 
In our release dated August 4,1975, the 
recipe for chili sauce, change one quart 
vinegar to one cup vinegar. 
End of release. 
An editor goes gray fast trying to make 
such corrections after running the 
original recipes.

Dear Sir: 
I’m enclosing a letter sent to As­ 
semblyman Gary Hart and would ap­ 
preciate it if you could find space to print 
it. I’m sure you have heard similar 
stories hundreds of times, but perhaps 
only an aroused public will cause the 
necessary legislative changes to correct 
the situation. 


Dear Assemblyman Hart, 
On July 23,1975, my husband, Drexel, 
underwent emergency arterial surgery 
in Santa Barbara, thus incurring over 
$3000.00 in medical bills in nine days. 
Along with thousands of others, he has 
been unemployed since January 28, 1975 
and I have been unemployed since 
February 28, 1975. What was the 
solution? 
I went to our Lompoc welfare depart­ 
ment to apply for Part B, Medi-Cal help 
for a medical emergency. I did not ask 
for money (as we had my husband’s un­ 
employment...I was not eligible); I did 
not ask for food stamps (as we had 
grown and canned our own vegetables 
and fruits), I only asked for emergency 
medical help, having paid for our 
medical care up to this time. 
Imagine my surprise, dismay, depres­ 
sion and sheer anger when I was told we 
were disqualified because eligibility is 
based on the CASH SURRENDER 
VALUE of life insurance (in addition to 
savings, etc.). We have exactly $238.00 in 
a savings account that is there to pay our 
TAXES ONLY! In adopting “The 
American Way,” we have a $10,000.00 
life insurance policy on my husband, 
purchased when he was aged 32 (now is 
age 48), a small $200.00 policy on myself, 
and a $2500.00 decreasing term policy to 
cover the mortgage on our tract home .. 
and that is ALL! 
It is inconceivable to me that the State 
of California actually expects you to cash 
in your life insurance policies exactly at 
the time you are dealing with medical 


emergencies and NON-INSURABLE il­ 
lness. 
What is wrong with our system when a 
productive family that has paid taxes 
into this state for over 24 years, and to 
this county for 16 years cannot receive 
emergency medical help during a low 
period in their lives, merely because 
they try to be self-supportive even unto 
death (re: life insurance to cover funeral 
expenses as well as survival expenses in 
order to STAY OFF permanent welfare 
roles), and generation after generation 
of non-productive persons receive all 
sorts of welfare benefits and payments? 
Oh. it is true, that we will eventually pay 
these medical expenses, at a great drain 
to us, but my point is ... why should we 
NOT benefit from our own years of tax 
payments to support these very 
programs for which we are disqualified? 
We think it is grossly unfair to make 
CASH SURRENDER VALUE of life in­ 
surance a part of eligibility determina­ 
tion for Medi-Cal coverage, especially 
when it is not required for other welfare 
programs! 
We urgently request you work diligent­ 
ly for a legislative change, if not to help 
us, certainly to help others that will be in 
our like situation in the future. 
Otherwise, it is too easy to understand 
(and so take) the advice we received 
from persons in governmental agencies 
as we’l as recipients of the program, 
e.g.: 
1) Do not EVER tell the welfare 
department you have life insurance 
because they have no way to check. 
2) Draw ALL monies out of savings no 
matter what they are there for. before 
you go to apply. 
In other words, LIE! 
And that goes totally against my Chris­ 
tian ethical code of living!
